great conflagrations which have taken place in our
wity for the last quarter of & century, and, excepting
petroleum, 1 have never secn anything burn that
made o more threatening and dangerous lre than
whisky in prodigious quantities. A collection on the
floors of a single bloek of roomy six-storied ware-
houses, of nearly 26,00 barrels—eqnal 10 1,000,000
gallons—of whisky, was a frightful amount of in-
dnmuble material to place almost ot the very doors
of tenements contalning men, women, and children,

SAnother important lesson taught by this confla-
gration, and wilch should challenge the particalar
attention of merchants and underwriters—ior they
are both olike directly Interegted—is the impolicy
and folly of accnmulating unlimited collections of
vyaluable mercandise, especially articles of a4 com-
bustible nature, upon the fdoors of lofty and ex-
panded warehouses, hullt in connected rows, Fire
originating from any cause whiatever, in one of the
stores of such blocks, is apt to Invelve the whole row,
for so annihilating 18 the raging heat engendered by
the burning of the piles of destractible gouds, that the
stontest and mMost compaot IMRKOAry is powerless Lo
withstund 118 exfollating, calcinnting, disinte-
grating and expanding etects, The incombustinle
components of the structure are fairly fused, anil the
timbers consumed ke reeds, The lre-extingolshing
clement fails 1o conquer the foe It combata. Every
drop of water thrown upon the incaudescent heaps
of blazing ruing, though poured in Nooding streawms
by scores of steam-engines, 8 instantly decomposed
and converted into its original elements of oxygen
and hydrogen, the former gas feeding the fire, and
the latter aweillngthe volume of the Name and in-
creasing s caloritic power, Such fires cannot be
pubdued until thelr strength (s exhausted by the con-
snmption of the materials on which they prey,

“Our large warchonsing establishments ought to he
located away from the crowded thoroughfares of
trade and habitation. Caution, safety, and wise
cconomy al demand this, They should hareafter
seck locations on the Delaware, below the Navy
Yard, Happlly for our metropolls, she has evory-
thing In her extended river frontage to Invite them,
That vast trnet of land, commencing nt the oot of
Heed street, and sweeping wlong one of the
broadest and noblest streams in the world, the
distance of miles all the way down to League Taland,
offers sites eminently adapted for this class of stores,
Here are facllities for the finest wharves, with
water dn:t'F enough, at all seasons of the year, to
fNoat vessels of the heaviest tonnage; and in closo
proximity to the docks could be erected sultable
warchouses.

#The destruction of immense blovks of balldings
by fire, in ull our large cltes, partioularly those usl
for the storage of valuabie merchandise, hns oreated
such consternation AMong our IRSUrLaee companies,
that It 8 now diffoult to got the best companles 1o
take large risks upon merchabdise in such bulldings
at any price. This I8 a greal Inconvenlonee to oor
merehants, uid Iy S0e cases under iy own obsar-
vation, has deprived them of business they would
k‘m.-ii; fiotept could they oblpin lpsurance al reason-
able rntes, Y

ipgurance companies aro organized for proflt to
the stockholdaem ns wall as safery to the (ndured, and
cannot be expected to take ‘extra hozardods' risks
without corresponding rates, The poper romedy
would therefore geem to L the ercctlon of ware-
houses to correspond witlh the necessities of the
clasges of merchuandise to he storad, ond rortunately
for the cummercial interasts of Philladelphin,we have
ap abnodance of ground, well adapted 1o such usos,
along the Delaware frontage of the city, seosssible
to water as well ag raflroid  transportation, and our
butlders wonld do well to turn thelr sttention to that
clasi of warehouses for the accommodution of sugay
and molnsses, gran, whisky, provisions, and othor
bulky or infammable merchuandise,

W' he large warchiouse recently destroyed nt Front
